STUDENTS REFLECT 
LEARNING 


t's not every class where stu- 
dents drop softballs from the 


top of the football bleachers or swing 
on the playground at the elementary 
school. However, those were typical 
experiments for students in Mr. Rich- 
ard’s physics class. Like most high 
school physics classes, it was a basic 
introduction to theories and concepts 
developed by world renown physicists 
such as Newton, Einstein, and Galileo. 
When asked why she took physics, 
Senior Nancy Rivers replied, “It’s a 
good preparation for a college phy- 
sics class.” This appeared to be the 
reason why most of her classmates 
had taken the course also. Senior Ja- 
son Ledtke stated, “I enjoy physics 
because you get to see things that 
you don’t in a normal class.’ 
Surprisingly, the class didn't meet 
their permanent teacher until the end 
of September. When Mrs. Alcini left on 
maternity leave earlier that month, 
her students never imagined their 
new teacher would turn out like Mr. 
Richards. Only three months before, 
he had graduated from Michigan 
State with a bachelor’s degree in 
physical science. When questioned 
about starting in the middle of the first 
marking period, Mr. Richards replied, 
“Since it was my first year teaching, it 
was a big help having the class al- 
ready set up. Otherwise, | would have 
had to start from scratch.” During his 
first day in physics, he clearly stated 
his attitude on teaching the class, 
“Physics can be hard, but it doesn’t 
have to be. | want to make it fun.” He 
did so by assigning experiments that 
helped the students understand why 
things occurred. Those underlying 
concepts were the hardest to grasp. 
With experiments, the students could 
observe the basic ideas he was trying 
to express. When asked if Mr. Richards 
had changed his opinion on physics, 
Senior Robert Stafford said, “Yes, he 
has made it more understandable 
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and enjoyable.” Nancy Rivers 
agreed, "H was an advantage hav- 
ing a younger teacher because Mr. 
Richards was more on our level and 
he could relate to us better.” 

Mr. Richards didn't stop his experi- 
ments in the classroom or on the foot- 
ball field. In February, he took the 
class on a field trip to the Detroit 
Science Center. There, the students 
got hands on experience with a little 
more advanced equipment. They 
also viewed a fim and a laser show. 

Mr. Richard's attitude clearly 
brought a new understanding and ex- 
citement to the physics class. His stu- 
dents not only enjoyed it, but benefit- 
ted as well.

No, this was not Hollywood, but 
rather Saginaw. The Averill Career 
Opportunity Center offered, among 
many others, a Media Production/ 
Broadcasting program, that enabled 
students to become involved with 
actual broadcast productions and re- 
cordings. Daily, students in this pro- 
gram produced, directed, and 
starred in television shows. Robert 
Walling, a senior enrolled in the Media 
Production program really enjoyed 
C.O.C. “It is more like college than re- 
gular high school. The teachers really 
treated you like an adult,” Walling 
claimed. 

Each year, approximately 30-40 
juniors and seniors take advantage of 
the career training at C.O.C. Pro- 
grams ranging from Aeronautics to 
Engineering/Computer Drafting to 
Travel and Tourism, attracted stu- 
dents who were ready to get an ear- 
ly start on their career objectives. A 
number of programs offered at 
C.O.C. were intended to qualify stu- 
dents to move directly into the job 
market after high school. Some pro- 
grams required an additional year or 
two of vocational training after grad- 
uation. Although many students at- 
tended C.O.C. with the intent of en- 
tering the job market directly after 
graduation, many counselors in high 
schools and vocational centers en- 
couraged further formal education. 
Mr. Nelson, a counselor at Birch Run, 
noted, "C.O.C. is not meant to re- 
place college, but rather to aid and 
enhance a person’s skills to move into 
further studies.” According to a 1986 
study published by the American Vo- 
cational Association, about 61% of all 
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high school vocational graduates en- 
ter some form of postsecondary pro- 
gram, and half of those go to four- 
year colleges and universities. 

The Saginaw Averill Center had ex- 
tensive resources at the hands of their 
students. The Engineering/Computer 
Drafting program allowed each stu- 
dent to work independently on a 
Computer Aided Design system 
(CAD). Similarly, in the Aeronautics 
program, students were exposed to 
flight simulators that actually repro- 
duced a flight. They continually up- 
graded their curriculum and programs 
to bring state-of-the art material to 
the students. As with many areas of 
education, the improvements and 
advancements offered in vocational 
programs are directly related to the 
amount of funding available. A com- 


bination of federal, state, local, af 
private funds supported the voc! 
tional programs around the nation. 4 
the emphasis on vocational educ 
tion grew, so did the amount of f 
deral money that was appropriate 
to these programs. Between 19% 
and 1989, federal appropriatio! 
have grown from $725 million to $9" 
million. 

Students have taken advantage 
the experiences of vocational train 
in Saginaw. Through such program 
young adults not only learned v 
able career skills, but they also 
have imagined themselves directin 
hot new movie release or flying 
fighter plane over Baghdad. Ne 
technology and high-tech equipmei 
made C.O.C, an enjoyable an 
unique experience.

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t was a miserable August 

morning. The kind of day on 
which no one wanted to crawl out of 
bed, but by the time the sun peeked 
over the horizon, a long snake of cars 
wound through the circular driveway. 
Student drivers cruised past the new 
speed and directory signs that sur- 
rounded the campus. The parking lot 
was brightly marked with space sav- 
ing parking lines. More than ever be- 
fore, the school parking lot over- 
flowed with cars on that first day of 
school. Because two millage elections 
were soundly defeated earlier in the 
year, transportation was eliminated 
from district programs. The defeat not 
only affected student transportation, 
but the students felt the repercussions 
in many areas. 

In June, a request for 2.95 mills of 
school funding was rejected. Then, in 
September, a record number of vot- 
ers turned out to again defeat the re- 
quest. School transportation, mainte- 
nance improvements, a special 
computer project, and sports funding 
were all eliminated. 

The entire busing fleet was put to 
rest to compensate for the millage 
defeat. Roofing leaks and buckled 
gymnasium floor were also shoved to 
the back burner until additional funds 
could be sought. In the high school, a 
$15,000 computer project was sent 
back to the drawing boards. In addi- 
tion to all these cuts, the sports pro- 
grams from high school to junior high 
were forced to charge a participa- 
tion fee to defray costs. 

“The toll will definitely be seen in 
later years because of the younger 
grades that were affected by pay for 
play,” commented Athletic Director 
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Citizens’ initiative finds success. 


BUSES ARE BACK

A citizen initiated petition was cir- 
culated throughout the community 
which called for a special millage 
election that would cover only the 
cost for district busing. Because at 
least 5% of the community supported 
the petition, Superintendent Bart Jen- 
niches was forced to approve the 
special interest election. “It is a band- 
aid approach to a problem. It doesn't 
solve any long term problems,” Jen- 
niches commented. 

The special interest election was 
placed on an October ballot. The ini- 
tiative called for 1.85 mills for two 
years. This money would only cover 
the cost of transportation. After a 
third try, the millage passed and the 
buses were reinstated. 

“Everyone was ready to go,” stat- 
ed Mrs. Mahaney, the Director of Busi- 
ness Affairs. “Our mechanic was 
layed off on August 40th. He contin- 
ued to work one day a week to 
maintain the buses and then he 
worked the full week before the elec- 
tons 

As a result of the passage of the 
special interest election, the “pay for 
play” amount was also reduced. The 
cost of transportation to and from 
games or matches was 25% of the 
fee. When the bus funding was ap- 
proved, the participation fee 
dropped from $100 to $75 in the high 
school and from $40 to $30 in the ju- 
nior high. 

Although the special interest mil- 
lage passed, the district was still fac- 
ing funding problems. The problems 
lingered because the community only 
found a short term and partial solu- 
tion.

RED, WHITE, AND BLUE 


| hen Saddam Hussein and his 
ZEN) iraqi forces invaded Kuwait on 
August 2nd, little did people know 
that in five short months, America 
would find itself at war. Until August, 
most people had never even heard 
of the little country located between 
aq and Saudi Arabia. Within a short 
period of time, countries all over the 
world took the side of the United 
States and instructed Saddam to 
withdraw his troops from Kuwait. Mili- 
tary build up began quickly and by 
December more than 400,000 men 
and women were serving in the Per- 
sian Gulf. 

Back in the United States, tensions 
of this major military movement were 
on the minds of many. The thought of 
a war brought sleepless nights for 
families as they feared for loved ones. 
Senior Ray Seeley was just one of se- 
veral students in the high school who 
had a relative stationed in Saudi Ara- 
bia. His brother Rob served in a supply 
unit for the Air Force. Seeley com- 
mented, “The scariest part was when 
the war started, but not knowing 
when it was going to end was hard, 
too.” 

Many students were affected when 
athletic trainer Jacquie Swanton had 
to leave for the Persian Gulf after her 
military police unit was placed on ac- 
tive duty. Senior Rachel Smith stated, 
“It was hard when she left because | 
had gotten to know her quite well. 
She was a good friend and not just a 
trainer.” 

Then it happened. On January A6th, 
the war began as a Tomahawk cruise 
missie was launched from the USS 
Wisconsin and headed toward Bagh- 
dad. All the months of wondering 
were over. The United States was in- 
deed in the middle of a full fledged 
war. As the first missiles were being 
fired, most students were home 
studying for their mid-semester exams

scheduled for the next day. 

Support for the troops continued to 
increase after the start of the war. 
Faculty members as well as students 
found themselves glued to the televi- 
sion set watching the latest develop- 
ments. Yellow ribbons and American 
flags decorated homes and busin- 
esses everywhere. Clothes, bumper 
stickers, and signs were selling like 
crazy. Sweatshirts bearing the Desert 
Storm logo were among the most po- 
pular. Student began tying yellow rib- 
bons to their lockers as well as wear- 
ing shirts in support of the men and 
women serving in the gulf. The SADD 
organization helped local Jaycee 
members distribute ribbons along both 
sides of Main Street. Before every 
home sporting event, the crowd and 
athletes focused their attention to 
the soldiers as they bowed their 
heads in a moment of silence. Junior 
Chris Arrington was a strong supporter 
of the war through the whole ordeal. 
He state, "H had nothing to do with 
the oil crisis. It was part of Bush's plat- 
form as a new world order and he 
knew Hussein’s background.” 

As the war raged on, the U.S. con- 
tinued to fly thousands of air sorties 
and the Patriot Missile began to make 
a name for itself. After successfully in- 
tercepting nearly all of the Scuds Iraq 
fired at Saudi Arabia, the Patriot was 
quickly becoming a hero in the eyes 
of the world. But on February 24th, 
the real heroes went to work as the 
ground war began. In just 100 hours of 
combat the allied forces captured 
more than 80,000 Iraqi prisoners and 
liberated Kuwait. When asked if he 
was surprised with the success of the 
U.S. troops, Arrington replied, “No, | 
had total and utmost confidence in 
our nation’s ability to wage war 
against another nation.” 

February 27th will remain in the 
minds of many as the cease-fire was 
celebrated and preparations for the 
return of loved ones had begun. Our 
heroes were coming home.

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= he Birch Run High School 
1994 PANTHER TALES, vol- 
ume 39, “Tuned In” was produced 
by students enrolled in the yearbook 
class. 

The book was printed by Herff- 
Jones/Intercollegiate Press, 6015 
Travis Lane, Shawnee Mission, Kan- 
sas 66201 using offset lithography 
from camera-ready jounting 
boards. 

The cover was printed on 160 
pound board weight paper. School 
designed art, drawn by Senior kathy 
Zoromski was submitted and re- 
drawn by a company professional 
graphic artist. Using applied silk- 
screen techniques, the cover was 
printed using a background color of 
100% HJ 320 Turquoise and 100% HF 
232 Flamingo. Additional applied 
colors were #950 Black and a F1 Sil- 
ver Foil stamp. Students names, 
where applicable, were applied to 
the cover using a foil stamp process 
in F4 silver. 

Endsheets are of school design 
and are applied with #950 100% 
Black ink. 

Paper used for the book is 80 
pound Bordeaux with a final trim size 
of 81/2 x 14 inches. 

Most black and white photo- 
graphs, with the exception of fac- 
ulty portraits, group pictures, under- 
classmen portraits and some mis- 
cellaneous candid photos, were 
taken by yearbook staff members. 
Most black and white photos were 
developed and printed in the school 
darkroom. 

Color photographs, with excep- 
tion of senior portraits and some 
homecoming candids were taken 
by yearbook staffers. Film process- 
ing and developing for yearbook 
color pictures was done by Saginaw 
Photo Video. 

All color photos taken by Year- 
book staff members used Kodak Ko- 
dacolor ASA 400 film. Kodak Tri-X 
Pan ASA 400 black and white film 
was predominantly used for black 
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and white photography although 
some use was made of Kodak ASA 
4600 and 3200 films. 

The yearbook staff acknowledg- 
es with sincere gratitude the follow- 
ing professionals who generously 
shared their time and photos for use 
in this book: Robert Hillier of Hillier Stu- 
dio, Bridgeport and the photogra- 
phers of THE BIRCH RUN HERALD. 

Four-color pages were printed us- 
ing the Herff-Jones multi-color plus 
program. The vintage duochrome 
program was selected for pages 
containing HJ #320 Turquoise and 
HJ #232 Flamingo spot colors. 

Graphics for the title page, divi- 
sion pages and senior portraits were 
developed by Mr. Dave Loney, Cus- 
tomer Service Representative for 
Herff-Jones, Inc. using an Apple 
Macintosh computer and laser print- 
er with the HJ “Pagemaster” pro- 
gram. 

All headlines, captions, and body 
copy were typeset by Herff-Jones 
as part of the Executive type plan. 
Headlines are set in 36 point Avant 
Garde, sub-headlines in 18 point 
Avant Garde. Avant Garde was 
used for body copy in 10 point and 
captions in 8 point. 

Advertising was produced using a 
combination of company typeset- 
ting techniques and graphics sub- 
mitted by various advertisers. 

Volume 39 of the PANTHER TALES 
had a subscription press run of 360 
copies. Copies of the book were 
sold for $32.50. 

The PANTHER TALES staff attend- 
ed a Herff-Jones workshop held at 
Central Michigan University in Oc- 
tober, 1990 and the Michigan Inter- 
scholastic Press Association’s spring 
conference in April.

The Berlin Wall crumbled without 
bloodshed after dividing East and 
West Germany for decades. Nelson 
Mandela was freed from a South 
African prison after serving 27 years 
as a political prisoner. Mikhail 
Gorbachev introduced “Perestroika” 
and “Glasnost” as he made 
sweeping reforms across the Soviet 
Union.
